von Cardinal Reads 
Paper Before 
Students 



Mr. Oive von Cardinal was the 
guest ^aker last night at the 
meeting of the Men's Historical 
C;ub he'id at the home of Dr. C. C. 
Bayley. The subject of his paper 
was "Medieval Mysticism." Mr 
Cardinal stated that mysticism was 
found in many endeavors of life 
Its presence and influence can be 
seen in mathematics, art, music and 
poetry. It was used by some a.-; a 
refuge from the rigors of iheir en- 
vironment, A religion of the soul, 
it reached great spiritual deptlis in 
j attempts to reach God directly in 
this life. 

"Mysticism is a movement of in- 
dividuals each of whom repeats the 
experiences of others with varj-ing 
intensities," said Mr. Cardinal One 
of the great medie\'al mystics -was 
St. Bernard. He gave to mysticism 
its definite form and color and 
emphasized the need of suffering 
and poverty in order to reach Christ 
His beliefs were embodied in three 
main ideas: Purification of the 
enlightenment of the Spirit 
and absorption into God. 

Female Mystics 
There were many female mystics 
in medieval Europe, especially in 
Germany. These had a high degree 
of unsatisfied sexuality. They were 
not particularly productive in fur- 
nishing new mystiC :nlerpreiationt 
but ratiier expressed jn simple 
language what bad l>een couched in 
learned phraseology. 

Meister Eckfaardt, a great German 
mystic. laid the foundations of Ger- 
man philosophy He believed God 
to 'ofc tJie vast siieiit depth. As toon 
bi fc jjot.'.ivt pri:di'.a'.f IS attached 
to Him, He becomes an idol. £ck- 
bardt had three beliefs: Man must 
be silent that God may speak, God 
is in every creature and Introsj^ec- 
ÛOI; ar,d paitivity a;iowt Chr;st to 
tA: bori; Ji, the bijol. He worked for 
the rcforojailon of Uie Christian re- 
ligion and was cotidotnncd by the 
Church as dangerous and radical. 

In conclusion Mr, Cardinal stated 
that mysticism met a great need for 
spirituality In contrast to liii I'ji- 
malily of llie Ciiun^h. It jaiely i.^;- 
camc heretical but reacted on tiie 
spiritual world to reform it. 'i'he 
influc-nce of mysticism on medie- 
val philosof>by was considerable, 
I i!iviji>! it a more complete rnela- 
piiyfcital iulerprelatioii </t iLalily. 
Arciiitecture wae alt>o under tiie 
sway of mysticism, its influence 
being reflected in the Gothic Cath- 
edrals of the day. 

In painting the Flemish and 
'-oloiine schools were particularly 
niyalic. in poetiy and religio/i liie/t 
v/as guit4-- a myotic tinge. All in ail 
mysticism has made an inspinj,ij 
contribution to the advancement of 
man; he concluded.

Profciwor Lazier spoke on the 
subject of "Parachutes," but in his 
own words, "this was sandwiched" 
in lietween a discu.«ion of the phil- 
osophy behind the war. He began 
by discussing the theory of the 
totalitarian government, .vhich he 
said is based on a backward prin- 
ciple, in that the duty of the in- 
dividual is to the state, instead of. 
as in a democracy the state merely 
being a creation of the individual 
to serve himself and his felloe- in- 
dividuals. In a free and demo- 
cratic SUte, said Professor Lazier, 
the state allows a man to seek after 
his own idea of the supreme good, 
while the totalitarian state has no 
elasticity that will permit thL«.

fighting men "under the .Tiost 
primitive conditions, in fields a.id 
in rain or snow, and often when his 
own life depends upon his tools." 
Big wars, he slated, are made pos- 
sible only by mass production. 

"This is basically a philosophical 
war— people are given to cynicism, 
and can easily be persuaded to 
adopt the totalitarian idea." The 
war is both abstract and unselfish, 
said Professor Laiier as -we fight 
for those whom we do not and can- 
not know. The dead will bo name- 
less, for thoy die in the strtxns— 
thorc will bo no memoriab erected
